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SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 

As this is the holy Easter Sabbath day it will be 
well to “chat’ about that, and what it means, what 
it stands for and the lessons it teaches. 

| With today the Lenten seaSon ends, all earth is 
donning new spring garb, and the peoples all over 
the world likewise typify this by appearing in 
something new in the way of raiment on this 
Easter day. The Easter lilly blooms fair and 
. white, ‘signifyng purity, and the newly born baby 
chick is used to typify new life, which came out 
of the egg tomb where there was apparently no 
life, 

During the Lenten season the minds of ~ the 
Christian ‘world have been turned toward the 
fundamental ‘doctrines of Christianity which clus- 
ter around the empty tomb of the Lord. The 
spiritual mood of men is one of reverent respect 
for those essential facts centered in the resur- 
_ tection, _More people go to church today than on 
any other Sunday in the year, and Some go who 
néver go on any other Sunday. ‘The reason for 
this is not. wholly a spiritual one, since Easter 
has become a kind of social festival and people 
delight to meet and display their new raiment of 
the springtime. But it must be conceded that 
great multitudes have a spiritual regard for Bast- 
er, denoting a faith in things unseen and a re- 
spect for essential Christianity. A 

One of the moral advantages of Eastertide is 
a temporary ‘release the world enjoys from ma- 
terialism. Sp Steeped have we ‘become in mater- 
jalism, and ;more especially so since the great 
world war, that we are hardly Sensible of the 
materialistic atmosphere which surrounds us, or 
of our own earthly tendencies.
